Scores Conditions 


In Lumber Camp 


Dangerous working conditions 
and primitive arrangements for liv- 
ing quarters for the men form the 
basis of a complaint against a 
northern Alberta lumber company's 
camp at Spurfield by E. Bauman 
one of the men who work at the 
sawmill located there. 

Ten or 11 men are forced to sleep 
in a small bunkhouse, he said, in 
which there is little or no attempt 
at ventilation and in which sanitary 
arrangements are non-existent. 

As an example, though a pail 
of water is provided for drinking, 
no arrangements have been made 
for the disposal of the water used 
by the. men. in. washing their 
hands in the ordinary tin basins, 
As a result this water is thrown 
out the door of the bunkhouse so 
that uniess one is wearing caulks 
on his boots, he runs the risk of a 
nasty fall everytime he comes 
into the bunkhouse, 

Recently, according to Mr. Bau- 
man the men were told that they 
would work 10 hours a day or could 
quit the job, though the bushman 


nsists that nine hours a day is the 
legal maximum for work of that 
type. They were also told that they 


would work their 10 hours for nine 
hours pay. Many of the single men 
took the second course offered and 
walked out of the camp. but mar- 
ried men stayed on the job 

It is pitch dark in the morning 
when the men go out and pitch dark 
when they return—which means 
that a large part of their work, dan 
gerous enough in daylight, must be 
done in complete darkness or in 
emi-gloom. No serious accidents 
have yet eccurred, but that, aecord- 
ng to Mr. Bauman is simply a 
“matter of luck.”
